St. Paul, June 23— (C P )— Fortner 
United State* Senator Magnus John­ 
son who has been nominated for gov­ 
ernor on the farmer-labor ticket, is­ 
sued a statement 
today 
declaring 
th a t the "farmer-labor party is still 
alive.” 


Johnson’s statement was prompted 
by publication of analysis 
of 
the 
vote in Monday's primaries which in- 
elared that the surprising low vote 
polled by the party indicated its ap­ 
proaching demise in Minnesota. The 
party ’s total was less than 150.000. 
compared with 400,000 
republican 
votes. 


"The party hasn’t losf its voters,” 
Johnson said. 
"They just called for 
republican ballots and took a hand 
in that party’s contest. T h at’s where 
Mayor George E. Leach of Minne­ 
apolis got what little strengh he had 
against Governor Theodore Christian­ 
son. 
But the voters haven’t desert­ 
ed the farmer-labor party. 
They’ll 
be hack on the reservation this fall.” 


Meanwhile, almost complete, u n­ 
official returns from over the state 
indicated that Governor Christianson 
won over Leach by 155,000 to 160,- 
000 votes and th at Johnson defeated 
Tom Davis by about 9,500 votes. 
The latter returns failed to reverse 
the results in state and congression­ 
al races, indicated by earlier compil­ 
ations.

SEEK ABOLITION 
OF AUTOMO­ 
BILE, AMUSEMENT AND 
NUISANCE TAXES 


RESOLUTION TO SUCH EFFECT TO 
BE INTRODUCED TODAY IN 
HOUSE

Washington, June 23.— A move to 
force an immediate tax reduction in­ 
cluding a rebate on this year’s pay­ 
ment and abolition of 
automobile, 
amusement and all other 
nuisance 
taxes, was made today by democrats 
iii congress. 
Representative Jacohsteln, demo­ 
crat, New York, with the approval 
of Representative Cordell Hull, for­ 
mer democratic national 
chairman, 
will introduce late today a resolu­ 
tion directing the ways and means 
committee to meet a month or two 
before congress reconvenes December 
5 to draft a (ax cut bill to absorb 
the present $390,000,000 
treasury 
surplus and other revenues. 
Jacohsteln announced his plan to 
tho United Press with the statement 
that leading industrialists have been 
pressing for several months for re­ 
duction in corporation, automobile 
and other taxes and that the condi­ 
tion and prospects of the treasury 
amply justified another reduction at 
once. 
A rebate of perhaps 25 per cent 
on this year’s tax payments is a lead­ 
ing feature of his plan. 
The reduc­ 
tion on corporation taxes also should 
he effective on this year's business, 
he said. 
Statements from President 
Cool­ 
idge and Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon that further 
tax 
reduction 
was not yet in sight were attacked 
by Jacohsteln as attempts to defer 
the reduction until Just before 
the 
next presidential campaign year. 
He charged that. Secretary Motion's 
estimates of government 
surpluses 
for the last five years 
have 
been 
$1,500,000,000 under the actual fig­ 
ure and made for the political pur­ 
pose of springing a surprise in the 
form of tax reductions. 
Jacohstein’s resolution directs the 
ways and means committee to meet 
early and draft a bill carrying out 
the house’s recommendations as em­ 
bodied in the measure.

G o v e r n o r CHRISTIANSON has emerged from his primary cam­ 
paign with added glory. 
As a brother editor, we wish to con­ 
gratulate him. With economy as his mainspring of action, he has 
had an arduous row to hoe in his efforts to put the state reorgani­ 
zation of government iii effective Working order. 
In a recent review of Governor Christianson’s work, as pub­ 
lished by the Duluth Herald shortly before the election, the Herald 
said that the worst thing that has been said against Governor 
Christianson by his opponent and his supporters comes to this:
